who wish to set up such a 
program or obtain grants for 
its operation. Proposals in­ 
cluded Texas State Welfare- 
sponsored day-care for chil­ 
dren of poverty parents, and 
a sliding scale of payments 
for the services for children 
of parents who, while not 
wealthy, do not fit the pov­ 
erty description. 


Several ongoing studies 
being undertaken by AACOG 
include an input-output an­ 
alysis for the region's econo­ 
my which, by studying what 
sorts of products are "import­ 
ed” into the region and 
which products are "export­ 
ed", can provide a guide for 
attracting needed industry in­ 
to Alamo area cities. 
Another study is examin­ 
ing area fire protection e- 
quipment for the purpose of 
co-ordinating the fire de­ 
partments of regional cities 
and towns to respond to com­ 
mon emergencies. Some 
unwritten agreements of co­ 
operation exist today, but 
ti ley w ill be formalized un­ 
der the AACOG plans.

New concrete 
won’t crack 


AUSTIN—Highway re­ 
search being conducted at 
The University of Texas may 
save the taxpayers millions 
of dollars each year. 
Concrete is a porous ma­ 
terial. Water seeping into 
the pores of concrete bridges 
freezes, expands and breaks 
off chips of concrete taking 
its toll In tax money for re­ 
surfacing projects. 
UT engineers are studying 
the feasibility of filling the 
pores in concrete with plas­ 
tic. 
Polymer concrete, as 
it is then called; has no air 
spaces so there is no place 
for water to seep In. In ad­ 
dition. it is four to five 
times stronger than ordinary 
concrete and more re sis tai, t 
to abrasive wear.

AND OTHER COSTS TO THE PUBLIC? 


The national legalization ct m arimana would relieve m any 


social and legal pressure spots in our society, true The court case 


loads, for example, would be lightened considerably, thereby 


leaving time to handle other matters far more expediently than 


now M any pressures between parents and their children would be 


elim inated too. But, indications are that we might well be sim ply 


exchanging problems for others w hich could be tar more serious 


and costly. 
L e t’s suppose for a m om ent that m arijuana became legalized. 


Know ing what we know about it, if only from the previous 


articles in this series, it stands to reason that greater federal and 


state hospital facilities w ould eventually have to be provided for 


those who became hopelessly involved tn m arijuana use. especially 


in those cases where it did lead to addiction to hard drugs 
I he 


federal governm ent is presently rn the process of establishing new 


drug treatment centers in various cities all over the country 
but 


legalizing m arijuana could only add to this need 
hus, more tax 


m oney w ould have to go into the construction of treatm ent facil­ 


ities, more professional personnel would have to be hired, and ai! 


of the other vast number of purchases would be made that go with 


the m aintenance of hospitals 
Every state’s m otor vehicle code would no doubt have to be 


changed. Probably operating an autom obile under the influence 


of marijuana would have to be treated much the same as our 


present law governing driving while drunk Presen ts, about half 


of all fatal auto accidents in the country are in some way attrib­ 


utable to the use of alcohol, lf m arijuana could be sold legally we 


would be running the chance of doubling or tripling our highway 


accident and death toll. This w ould necessitate the developm ent 


of new detection devices to determine if a driver was actually 


under the influence of m arijuana when involved in a traffic 


violation or an accident, and many new laws w ould have to be 


written to govern court actions where marijuana use was con­ 


firmed 
In addition, autom obile insurance costs w ould be a factor. 


Insurance companies must raise prem ium rates as their losses 


increase. This is a fact of business, lf our accident toll on the 


highway doubled or even increased by only

higher than it is today! 
Since m arijuana obviously dulls one s senses and rolls him of 


his desire to get ahead in school, job or life in general, it stands to

business of earning a living w ithout proper preparation and in 


fields in w hich they w ould not hold a true interest

Cases filed during the 
last calendar year totaled 
178, including 45 criminal 
and 133 civiL 


judge Rom E. Doughty of 
the 38th District Court has 
jurisdiction in Medina Coun­ 
ty. 
He also serves Real, 
Uvalde and Zavala counties. 


The local district court 
disposed of 147 cases during 
1971, 23 percent of the cas­ 
es filed during the year or 
carried over from 1970. At 
the end of Hie year, 489 car­ 
es were pending on the dock­ 
et. 


These sure courts dis­ 
posed of 51 percent of the 
total cases filed in 1971 or 
carried over from 1970.

Seed lab aids Texas f a r m e r s

An 85-acre facility at 
Giddings, which houses the 
Texas seed laboratory and 
includes a grass nursery of 
43 varieties are being used 
to complement each otter 
In seed testing and certifica­ 
tion. 


The seed lab is under jur­ 
isdiction of the Texas Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. John 
C. White, Texas Agriculture 
Commissioner, said the pro­ 
grams of seed testing and 


nursery plots, "are providing 
for us all a better seed selec­ 
tion program for Texas, which 
Is second to none in the na­ 
tion. " 


Bill Staffel is in charge of 
the seed division for the TDA. 
Purity and germination 
are the main items tested In 
seed samples received at the 
Giddings Lab. 
About 5, OOO 
samples a year are sent to 
the lab by commercial seed 
companies and Individuals. 
Charges range from about 
$2.50 to about $5 per samp­ 
le tested. 


The seed lab is equipped 
with walk-in germinators 


and the most modern of sci­ 
entific equipment to correct­ 
ly determine pruity of the 
seed as well as its germina­ 
tion potential. 
A grass nursery was estab­ 
lished at the Giddings plant 
about two years ago. Com­ 
mercial seed producers as 
well as federal and state 
seed scientists provide samp­ 
les for the nursery. 
"It is this kind of cooper­ 
ation that makes possible the 
high level of seed testing we 
have today In our seed di­ 
vision, ** Staffel said. 
Some of the grasses estab­ 
lished in the nursery include 
strains of bermuda grasses, 
bluestem grasses, TAM Win-
